A total of 4172 Sierra Madre residents will be eligible to vote 
next .November 2 in the presidential election. 

This record total of registered voters for the city was announced 
this week by Registrar of Voters Benjamin S. Hite. It is an in¬ 
crease of 437 over the total of 3735 persons registered for the June 
1 primary. It is 1295 over the active registration of 2877 an¬ 
nounced in December, 1946. 

The total registration for Los Angeles County is 2,122,858. For 
the June primary it was 1,943,679. 

The Sierra Madre figures show that the difference in Republi¬ 
can and Democratic registration has remained approximately the 
same—with the Republicans having an edge of about 200 voters, 
but percentagewise, the Democrats have been gaining ground.

Two Sierra Madre residents 
are among the Southern Cali¬ 
fornia scientists and engineers 
given the War-Navy Certificate 
of Appreciation for outstand¬ 
ing contributions made to the 
Office of Scientific Research 
and Development during World 
War II. They are John Conzel- 
man of 165 East Sierra Madre 
Blvd. and M. D. McFarlane of 
24 Sierra Place. 

In a ceremony held at Royce 
Hall, UCLA, October 7, Briga¬ 
dier General Leroy H. Watson, 
Commanding * General of the 
Southern Military District, ex¬ 
pressed the high regard of the 
armed services for the achieve¬ 


ments of the men representing 
OSRD and reminded them that 
continued efforts are needed in 
carrying forward measures in 
behalf of n a ti o n a 1 defense. 
Rear Admiral Paul Hendren, 
Commander, U. S. Naval Base 
Los Angeles, paid tribute to the 
spirit of co-operation that has 
developed between the armed 
services and civilian scientific 
personnel. He also pointed out 
that the armed services con¬ 
tinue to look to scientists and 
engineers for aid in furthering 
programs of research and de¬ 
velopment. 

During the early part of thd 
war Mr. Conzelman was vice- 
president and chief engineer of 
Clarke Aero-Hydraulics, Pasa¬ 
dena, where he developed the 
hydraulic gun turret control 
used on army and navy planes, 
in 1942 he became staff mem¬ 
ber of Solar Aircraft, San 
Diego, where he had charge of 
production engineering, pilot 
manufacture and plant engi¬ 
neering.
